DEMOORATIC SIGNS OF THE TIMES
Jrom the N. ¥, Times,

We have recently mors than onee pointed
put the evidenoes of a movemont in the renks
¢ the Democracy based upon s demand for
hew leaders and new issues,  We have shown
by citations from the llu.\nm(jrnlm press of
OUnlifornia, Wisconsin, and Indiana, and nota.
bly from the Cineinnati Eaguirer, that thore
§s discontent with the munugement of the
party, and with the disposition of the leadoers
£o munke tradition the standard of party faith,
Those manifestations of discontent are mainly
ponfined to the West; they are incidents of
the vigorons gruwih which points to the
future, mnd which chafés under an Hastern
control that lives but in the past.

Fvidence now appears to prove thal the
wohoes of the lusty protestations of the Wast
hiave rosched the recesses of the Democrabio
panctuary. The oricles here and at Boston
havo spoken in terms which iondicate the niﬁ-
nificance of the Western outory, and the difll-
pnlties that will be encounteredh by the party
jn the preparalion of its next programme,
Thus the World revives the mild remon-
girances which it uttered just twelve months
neo, but which it suddenly lsid upon the
ghelf when Beymour and Blair were nomi-
nated, It then insisted that, unless the
Demooraoy recognized reconstruction g an
lu-mm-plialwd faot, thay conld not hope for a
fiearing from the country. The party lnsh
squelched the rebellious suggestion, and for
months past the pen which indited it has
been busy in the opposite direction. The
Western revolt has once more inspired tha
vIWerld with conrage to complain, nnd now we,
bave it delioately hinting vo its party the
expediency of *‘nccepting the situation,” and
—a# we understand it—ocounselling that re-
ponstruction and negro suffrage be regarded
ns settled questions. Again our contemporary
reminds its nssociates that an extrome policy,
of the kind embodied in the New York plat-
Form of July last, involves inevitable defeat,
pud that it is idle to talk of wvictory at the
Bouth until negro votes be alienated from the
Republicans,

Still more suggestive is the langmage of the
PBoston Post, o time-honored and consistent
champion of Democraoy pure and simple,
Mhe World has before now Lbeen suspected,
nnd its words may earry little weight., Bat
fhe Post is a redonbtable exponent of the
Democratic: gospel, and what it proposes will
be to many a law., When the Fost, then, de-
rlares that *‘the negro is out of the fight,”
mnd that all issues relating to him have been
“‘swopt away by events,” we must conclude
fhat the world of Democracy does move,
nfter all, ‘*Only the present and the futurs
remain,” saith the same oracle; and to profit
by either, the party is assured that it must
B0 conduct itself that the suffrages of
“‘reasonable and moderate Republicans” shall
be **'won over to the Democratic standard.”
T'he injunction is sweeping. The musty lore
and the ose entreaties of Alexander
3. Stephens and the Bourbonism of R. M. T,
Hunter disappear before it as completely as
doos the dogma dictated by Blair to the New
Xork Convention, The party must start
nfrash, it is told by the Boston journalist, or
it may give up the ghost. No more nonsanse
mbout relics or the “‘ancient landmarks;” a
fresh and rational programme, or defeat in
Dhio, Pennsylvania, and wherever the old
game is played.

But will the great men of the party listen
%o these counsels 7 Will the influences which
Bind expression in the nomination of Seymour
rjuietly yield to the influences which were on
ghe side of Chase ?  Is it probable that they
who have hitherto moulded and managed the
party will make room for new-comers who do
mnot worship the mmunl?' of Jefferson or awear
by the Virginia or Kentucky resolutions ?

eso queries the Boston Post does not
attempt to answer; it is modest, asis its wont,
and timid, as well it may be. The Worid
is bolder and more sanguine. *‘All the signs
of the times,” it declares, ‘‘indicate that the
Democratio party, instructed by experience,
will not repeat that unfortunate blunder”—to
r‘it. theii blunder of Lh;e New York Conven-

ion. But a year the pame news in-
Bisted that the mﬁmtiun WAS snrga It:e:r nct
wisely; and after the blunder had been perpe-
&rated, our contempo contended that it
was not a blunder at all, but rather n displuy
of political sagacity. A sinoere respect, then,
ﬂoel;o not hinder 11? from douhtingpelfm intor-
pretation of ‘‘thesignsof the times” on which
ghe World's prophecy altogether depends.

For where are signs of the times indicie
tive of a radical change in the policy of the
Democratic ? here are the signs of
nn advance by the party on the questions of
reconstruction or megro suffrage? Where
the tokens of its acceptance of reconstruc-
tion as s finished work, or of political equality
ns o result of the negro's citizenship? We
ponfess that for signs and tokens of this
sort we look in vain, There are Demoorats
in all the Btates who say, with the Boston
Fodt, that *‘the negro is out of the fight,” and
wounld reconstruct their party accordingly.
But we have yet to discover the first proof
ghat in any State the party, as such, so ac-
pepts the situation. When the Democratic
Convention  of Ohio, or Pennsylvania, or
Wisconsin boldly abolishes the negro as a
gext, and boldly promulgates a platform on
which any ‘*‘reasonsble and moderate Ropub-
fican"” ein by any possibility stand, we shall
begin to think that the movement which has
pxtorted recognition from the World and the
HFost ony ultimately bring the party under the

ominion of reason. Al present, the leaders
E;nenl.ly, North and BSBouth, worship their

ols as devontly as though nothing particular
Bad happened; and we expect soon to behold
them re-ennching the ‘‘unfortunate blunder”
of the New York Convention, with all thejr
pldindiference to consequences,

FROM OCEAN TO OCEAN,
Fyom the N. Y. Tribune,

*Nobody can realize how great a work this
hag been until he takes the long ride of four
or five days and nights, throngh dreary wastes
and unbroken solitude.” 8o wrote onr special
corréspondent when he reached Ban Francisco
the other day by the new railway, after eross.
ing the whole North American continent, and
passing on the route through every variety of
climate and every variety of country. It is
like listening to an Avabian tale to be told of
the strange contrasts of this wonderful jour-
ney of 3800 wmiles. At moring yon ride
through fields of waving grain, where the
raapers are alroady at work, aud before noon
you are shivering among the pergetual snows,
In o few hours the trnveller passes from the
villey where merenry stands at 80 deg. in the
tube, to the bleak monptain station where water
freczes every night in the year. From smm-
mer to winter is only a journey of a score or
twp of miles. Seven days’ travel darry us from
the eenires of commeresr on our Atlantio
coasts, through the fertile and eultivated
Middle States, past the busy cities of the
Inkes, aeross the wide praivies, the burning
alkali desert where water for the engines must
be emrried a hondred miles, the mountain
ranges and the wild magnificent country
which lies between thewm, throngh the ava-
lunche region of the Bierras, up (o the sum-
niit of mountaing 8000 feet above the sea, and
#0 down the Pacific slope of the luaxuriant
Cplifornia valleys and the lusty seaport of onve
Western const, No such road as this was
evor buill, before, and not many such ean be
built hereafter.

The grandeur of the work we think has
failed somewhat of due appreciation. We
have lived a life of such flerce gensations of
late years, that great things have compara-
tivaly little effect upon the public mind; and,
besides, there have been such grave doubis
about the properbuilding of the road, that we
wore not ready to throw up our hats anid
hwrrah until we knew a little more about the
wiy in which the work had been done, Mis-
givings onght now to be set at rest. Compe-
teut observers huve given their experience of
travel, and there is little or no disagreament
among them, A groal part of the rosd is as
good us the bewtl in Amerien, Nearly all of it
compares favorebly with st least lhl-ﬂ{._,‘l“u.-t..m
of our railroads, and there is only a small
section, laid under peculinrly nnfavorable
circumstanges, which can be cnlled decidedly
poor and uneven, But all these de.
foctive portions are being rapidly put into
better condition, Immense gangs of Ching.
men arve at work all slong the line, redusing
curves, levelling tho road-bed, adjusting ties,
Preparationa are making for the winter's
storms. Boow-sheds and fences are stretoh-
ing themselves for miles along the exposed
portions of the frack. Masons afe at work
npon eulverts,  Temporary bridges are being
replaced by structures of the mont approved

kind., The engine factories and oar shops are
turning out rolling stoek with extraordinary
wpeed,  Now stations are springing up whar.
ever the wants of travellers seem to 6l for
them, Alrendy one can travel from Oma
to Ban Franciseo with as muoh safety and
comfort a¢ from Chicage to New York; and
wo whall not be surprised if in the eonrss of
voor three years the groat throngh routas
iroin oeean to oconn rauks as one of the bost
inilronds in the United States, Bach osr-
ininly ought to be its rank, and the people
will spare no affort lo seoure it.

Tbhe furee of enforeing the neutrality laws
now boing played in this city eould be put
vpon the boards by no other manager than
Fresident Gorant.

All that is nothing in comparison
with what is going on here under the eyes of
Prosident Greant and his officials, For more
thun two weeks the premises at No, 86 Hous-
ton street have been the rendezvous of men
Wired, rotained, and enlisted in open violation
i the atatute of 1818 and our troaty nhhg&-
tions with Spain, Ieerniting places and
drill.rooms in Brooklyn and Jersey City,
equally as mnotorious as that in Honsbon
abtreet, linve bLeen vlnpln_\'inll ]J_\' the Cuban
Jrnta, During all thiz week, from thres to
four hundred men have bivounacked in Hons-
ton street and been fed by the Junta. In
neighboring loealities enongh men are kept
to make a considerable regiment, to be under
charpe of Colonel Ryan. On Wednesday
night large bodies of these men were marched
apenly acrogs the river to Jersey City., At
this Houston street Casino one of the Mar.
shal's deputies was gagged and Ryan enabled
to escape, but no steps are taken to punish
the breach of Inw. Was ever such a farce as
the performances of Grant in this business ?
The fucts to warrant the arvest of all these
men are kuown by every newspaper reporter
in this city. Nobody denies the en-
listment of these men and organization here
into military companies, nor that they await
transportation to the Cespades army. The
lnw of 1518 requires the President, by the aid
of the military power, if need be. to arrest
and stop the expadition !

urged by us that the really effective work of a
political party is done between, rather than
during, the great campaigns, There is, we
ndmit, something stiveing in the excitement
of a close political contest, with the moass
meatings, parades, banners, musie, and shouts
of the contestauts. But all these are only
effervescent.  Boys ean march and shont and
wike a erowd, but they cannot vote, To be
pliin, the Demoeratic party needs voters,
and the one duty of the houris to obtain
them, The means for accomplishing this
result, though so very obvious, are too often
neglected. They are comprised in one word
organization, Just this is what is needed.
How to effect it can be explained in a few
words: —

I. The Democrats in every town in the
countfry should organize themselves at once,
As the first step, let some one invite a num-
Lier of brother Democrats to meet at his house
on a specified evening, and by a very simple
process a president, secretary, and executive
commitiee can be chosen. The next move
shonld be to make n thorongh canvass of the
town, and by personal appeal induce every
voter who many be opposed to the radical
pulicy to juin the association; by every voter
we mean not merely a few men of wealth or
reputation, but the tradesmen, the mechanies,
the farmers, and the laborers. Fach one
should be made to feel that he is interested
in the matter, that his co-operation is needed,
and that it is his duty to put his shoulder to
the wheel,

I, The organization thus completed and a
brief constitution (the briefer the bettoer)
framed, stating its objects and aims, a room
should be secured, in which meatings shonld
Le held as often as once in two or three weels
during the interval of political campaigns, A
lending Democratic paper (such as the Werld)
and the local Democratic osgau should be kept
on file in the yooms, ncoessible to all who
may wish to read them. The club, too,
should keep these papers informed of its
growth and of any and all political movements
i the town in which it is located.

1T, Such a club shonld keep itself in com-
mnnieation with the Demoeratic committees
of its county and State, in order that, at the
proper time, it may be sapplied with doeu-
mients for use during a campaign, as well as
to nfford these committens the information
that they mmst huve to make an efficient
cunyass,

1V, It is nol nevessary that at every meet-
ing of the club speeshes should be made.
They are fributary, hut not essential, to its
Bure it 1s that, if the elub is infused
with the vitality which it cannot fail to pos-.
ges if its members are wide-awake to their
duty, there will be no lagk of speeches, and
good speaches too, It is vary often the case
thut o plein sppeal from o plain man to his
follow-townkmen will have a greater effect
than an elaborate oration from an eloguent
speaker who is a stranger.

The plan thus sketched in its ontlines is
very simple, A half dozen men of clear
Leads and averago intellocts can carry it out,
It i, too, the mﬁ)‘ plau by which the Domo-
eratic party can attain suocess in the Btates
which hold elections next fall angd in the elec-
tions for Representatives in Congress in 1870,
Now is the fime to begin to carry it ont
while our opponents are demoralized by ths
blunders of the administration and the failura
of the polioy which they have inflicted upo:
the country.
